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PREFACE 

The Outlines for Elementary English are intended as 
a concrete answer to the teacher's oft-repeated question — 
" What shall I give my grade in English ?" 

The writer, through several years' experience in teach- 
ing and in supervision, has become convinced that the 
teacher who most carefully considers the larger units of 
work first, and then draws from these the details of his 
weekly and daily plans, accomplishes most and obtains the 
most satisfactory results. With this thought in mind, and 
guided by observation and by experiment, the writer has 
selected the material that has proved most interesting, 
that may be easily correlated with other studies and that 
will accomplish the result that each grade must contribute 
to the pupils' elementary knowledge of English. 

In the preparation of the Outlines, the writer wishes to 
acknowledge the codperation and valuable suggestions of 
the Model Teachers of the State Normal School, and also 
the aki given by his students in their use of the Outlines as 
concrete material in his classes in method. It is because 
of the encouragement of teachers and students that the 
writer hopes these Outlines will prove both useful and 
suggestive.

INTRODUCTION 

In the preparation of the following outlines there has 
been constantly in mind — system, drill, and culture. 
It is a recognized truth that the best and most efficient 
work may be accomplished in any line only by carefully 
laid plans extending so far that there is a comprehensive 
view of the whole scheme. When such a plan is laid, 
extending over not only several months, but over several 
years, it is quite necessary that each person concerned 
in the accomplishment of the result should not only 
know what has come before, but what immediately 
follows. In other words, no teacher of a fourth grade 
can successfully teach that grade unless she knows in 
detail all the work that the grade has passed over; nor 
can she prepare this same class for the fifth grade 
unless she knows the work to which the fourth grade 
is going. She must know just the part she is to play 
in the scheme and say: 

*'This one thing I do." 

Through each of the years that the outlines run there 
is a centnil thought. In each month there is a single idea, 
to the accomplishment of which, every story, poem, con- 
versational lesson, or picture contributes. A little careful 
planning by the teacher, for the work of each month, will 
show that she can accomplish about one-third more in a 
given time than a gradual day-to-day plan, with no aim 
in view, nor with any purpose except to cover the work 
included between certain pages of a text-book.

6 INTRODUCTION 

The drill lessons are arranged to cover three phases — 
oral, written, and technical. This is accomplished by 
correcting the pupil's speech, written exercises upon 
certain deficiencies that frequently show themselves in the 
pupil's composition, and formal instruction in capitaliza- 
tion, punctuation, etc., which later becomes technical 
grammar in the higher grades. 

The cultural instruction takes the form of conversational 
lessons, literature, picture lessons, and composition. The 
conversational lessons are upon topics in which child rai 
are interested in their enlarging social environment and 
in nature about them, thereby developing a freedom of 
speech, friendly spirit among themselves and with their 
teacher, and preparing them for further study in literature, 
at the same time enabling the teacher to appreciate them, 
their homes and home training. The literature is arranged 
to please the children, to develop their vocabulary, to give 
them correct views of life, to appreciate the past and to 
furnish material for composition. Picture study does 
much the same for the child that literature does. The 
material for composition comprises the literature, picture 
study and all the other subjects of the curriculum, thereby 
showing to the child the intimate relation that English has 
to all the other subjects and at the same time giving an 
opportunity to interest the child in his other studies 
through English, besides saving much time in the aggre- 
gate to the pupil and teacher with the so-called over- 
crowded curriculum.
